From the backswoodsmen in 
northern Ontario comes the choer- 
ing prediction of a mild winter. 
They tell us that the industrious 
beavers are fooling away thoir 
time instead of building the anug 
cabins iy always construct 
when they have a ‘“‘huneh’’ that 
there is a long cold spell ahead, 
and that the squirrels and chip- 
munks are laying in very scant 
supplies of nuts and other emerg- 
ency rations. In the West the 
seers seem to agree with these 
four-footed prophets that we are 
to have a winter of moderated 
severity. Certainly the weather 
thus far in Alberta confirms the 
hope. We are mid-way through 
November, but the ground is free 
of snow and the daily tempera- 
tures run little if any lower than 
is common in October. It is a 
rule born of experience that in Al- 
berta the weather up to the mid- 
dle of November fairly indicates 
what may be expected later on. 
Seldom if ever have we had a hard 
winter without preliminary notice 
being served before that date. And 
a cold November is not often fol- 
lowed by a generally mild season. 

All of which sounds hopeful and 
somewhat convincing to the chap 
who does not like cold weather. 
That includes the majority. There 
are people, of course, who say 
they want real winter in the win- 
ter months, and who produce sta- 
tistics and cite precedents to prove 
that a summery winter is deceitful 
and desperately dangerous from 
the stand-point of health. And 
when they find themselves in for 
a real siege by the frost king Can- 
adians are characteristically wont 
to make the best of it. They take 
to hockey and curling, refuse to 
den up like the bears, and succeed 
in putting in a pretty satisfactory 
time of it. But it is noticeable 
that about the time people get 
through guessing how the crop is 
going to turn out they start guess- 
ing what kind of a winter we are 
going to have. And the wide- 
spread interest in the subject 
shows a prevalent hope that the 
winds will be tempered to the thin 
garment, the empty coal bin and 
the flabby purse. It may be that 
the minority are right as to the un- 
healthiness of a mild winter. But 
the evidence is that the majority 
would rather take chances on 
coming through a mild winter 
alive than on coming through a 
cold one without going ‘‘ broke.” 

If these predictions are fulfilled 
the effect upon economic condi- 
tions will be important. There is 
no. use expecting a merchant to 
get enthusiastic over a mild win- 
ter whose shelves are loaded up 
evith winter wear of the types 
which sell only when the mercury 
is haunting the deeps. And the 
coal dealer really cannot be sup- 
posed to be ‘‘merry’’ when the 
fires are burning low all over the 
land. It is not often, however, 
that a winter is 80 extremely mild 
in Canada that cold weather 
clothing of moderate prices is not 
in demand, while the absence ot 
Pennsylvania coal from the prairie 
market will probably bring the 
Alberta mine operators all the 
orders they cau fill conveniently 
in any event. And there are con- 
siderations on the other side, and 
important ones. There has been 
a general anticipation that the 
coming of winter would find vast 
numbers of men out of work. That 
gloomy prospect will be relieved 
in proportion as mild weather pre- 
vails. A moderate winter allows 
outdoor work of many kinds to be 
carried on almost as advantage- 
ously as in summer. Land can be 
cleared, building operations con- 
tinued, and a variety of outside 
occupations pursued which ordin- 
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arily come to an end with the 
closing in of the cold weather. The 
leasened cost of fuel, and 
other winter necessities would ulso 
be welcomed by people whose 
means are limited, and who are, 
unfortunately, ‘in the large major- 
ity at present. While cold weather 
reacts markedly upon certain lines 
of business and industry, a mild 
winter this year would more than 
make up for slower movement in 
these lines by increasing the sum 
total of available employment and 
by keeping down the living cost 
of the average household. 


The Producer Pays the Freight 

The Montreal Gazette in speak- 
ing of the excessive lake charges 
on grain says: ‘‘Not all the cal- 
‘‘enlated loss falls on the farmer, 
“‘gince a considerable portion is 
‘borne by the grain merchant.’’ 

If the rest of the Gazette's art- 
icle on lake and rail rates is as far 
from the mark as this one, it is, 
to say the least, decidedly unreli- 
able. How does the Gazette think 
the grain dealer stays in business 
if he pays an excessive freight rate 
of two to five cents a bushel out 
of his own pocket when his net 
profits are estimated on what 
ought to be reliable authority to 
be less thar half a cent a bushel? 
Hither the producer or the con- 
sumer must pay the freight. 
‘When it is a producer’s market the 
consumer pays, when it is a con- 
sumer’s market the producer 
pays. Just now the consumers 
control the world’s market situa- 
tion. 


A Hopeful Discovery. 

Ottawa has discovered that Al- 
berta produced more’ coal than 
any other province during the past 
two years. That sounds hopeful. 
Now if the officials could only get 
hdld of the fact that the coal that 
has been produced in Alberta was 
shovelled into the furnaces and 
stoves just as it came from the 
mine, without any preliminary 
coking or briquetting, they would 
have the clue to a solution of the 
fuel famine with which Ontario is 
threatened. What needs fixing is 
the freight rates, not the coal. 


Calling for Help. 

One of the locals of the Saskat- 
chewan Grain Growers political 
organization passed a resolution 
calling on the United Farmer Gov- 
ernments of Alberta, Manitoba 
and Ontario, to get behind the Do- 
minion Progressive party and give 
it the support of their machinery 
and prestige. A movement of the 
kind was to be expected. The Pro- 
gressives are getting to the place 
where they need support. That 
they will get it from the Provin- 
cial Governments is not so certain. 
The local Ministers and legislators 
may think that their political fu- 
ture would not be helped by tieing 
it up to a Dominion party that has 
no working capital save empty 
pretensions of moral superiority. 


Going After the Trophies. 
Alberta farmers evidently have 
designs on the prize list of the 
Chicago International Hay and 
Grain Show, and are minded to 
go after the honors in force. Al- 
ready fifty entries of grain and 
grass seeds have been made from 
this province, and it is expected 
that the number will be doubled, 
While it is an off year in average 
acreage production, some of the 
grain and seed crops this year are 
of a quality to stand comparison 
with the best. Alberta farmers 
have brought home a good many 
coveted honors from the Interna- 
tional in past years, with far fewer 
exhibits than they are sending for 
the coming event. If they can 
make a clean-up in proportion to 
the larger number of entries the 
result will help both to stimulate 
confidence at home and to estab- 
lish Alberta’s reputation in the 
Western States as the country 
where the best seed comes from. 


Better Keep to the Law. 
Righteen thousand persons 
whose names were on the city 


voters’ list last year failed to ap- 
pear and register during the pre. 
scribed period this year. The city 
assessor sent postcards to the de- 
linquents asking them whether 
they wished to qualify. Upwards 
of four thousand replied—that 
they did. Council is now trying to 
decide whether these names can 
be added to the list without*the 
parties appearing personally be- 
fore the court of revision, The city 
solicitor says that cannot’ be done 
without risk of putting the whole 
election out of order, and that the 
poll might be declared null and 
void if anybody saw fit to take the 
matter to court. That being so 
there is probably nothing to do 
about it but play safe and leave 
the names off, unless the parties 
appear and make personal applica- 
tion. Any who will not do that 
may be presumed to have ouly a 
casual interest in the outcome, and

it may be taken for granted that 
some defeated candidate or dis- 
gruntled voter will appeal to the 
courts if the contest is not held 
strictly within the rules laid down 
in the law. It is regrettable that 
any elector should be deprived of 
his vote, but the blame in such cir- 
cumstances could not be attached 
to anyone but himself, and it is not 
desirable to risk having the city 
put to the expenve and turmoil of 
a second election. One is enough 
in one year.

{The Right To trade

The six weeks between now and 
the end of the year are the harvest 
weeks of the retail trade. In every 
city in Canada except Edmonton 
there is a general agreement on 
the part of all citizens that the 
best foot shall be put foremost to 
get the largest possible share of the 
season’s trade for the city. Every 
one recognizes that the commer- 
cial city lives by its trade. And so, 
the better the trade the better for 
everybody. 

It is most disconcerting that 
after an understanding having 
been arrived at that business 
would go on for six days a week, 
and after it had so gone on for 
two and a half months, action has 
been taken to break in on the six 
day business week. 

This is a matter which intim- 
ately concerns every citizen, both 


directly and i —in regard 
to conv: in ane his 
purchases an @ genera) pros- 
perity whi ides him with 
means to purchase. There 
must be commercial prosperity or 


the city at eennot prosper. 
We know to oar cost the effect of 
shutting our doars to commercial 
business,as was done during recent 
years. There jg no argument as to 
the resulting damage. Business 
eonditions are more aiticult today 
than they were two or three years 
ago. Everyone is agreed as to the 
necessity of reaching out after 
business. 

The decision arrived at on 
Tuesday afternon by the re 
presentatives of the retail to 
keep stores open six days § week 
is one that will have the 
of public opinion based on 
and fair play and as well 
regard to the duty of self 
vation, Under democratic institu- 
tions law is public opinion erys- 
talized into definite form. It is 
unfortunate that in the opinion of 
Mr. Justice Walsh the law can be 
so interpreted as to prevent 
monton merchants from keeping 
their stores open to suit the con- 
venience of their customers. But 
the history of law enforcement is 
that under changing conditions 
laws sometimes become obsolete, 
and are allowed to fall into dis- 
use, while still remaining on the 
statute book. The compulsory 
closing provision of the Edmonton 
city charter affects, and is only in- 
tended to affect, the city. When 
under change of circumstances 
compulsory closing ceases to be ad- 
visable, or is proven by practice 
not to be advisable, there are good 
grounds for ignoring it. 

Tte city council is the respon- 
sible guardian of the city’s inter- 
ests, The citizens are entitled to 
look to the council to ensure that 
a charter provision which has 
been proven by experience to be 
detrimental to the city shall not be 
used against the interest of the 
city and the citizens. ? 

It is an unthinkable situation 
that Edmonton merchants will be 
compelled to do business during 
the rush season under threat of 
prosecution for endeavoring by 
giving efficient service to draw 
trade to the city.
